We  have  reviewed  the  proposed  vacation  of  Eckhart  Street  between  John  Street 
and  the  first  alley  west  of  Smith  Street  as  well  as  Gay  Street  from  Colerick 
Street  south  to  its  southern  terminus  along  with  the  intersection  alleys  and 
have  no  objection  to  the  proposed  vacation  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  As  you  know,  the  property  is  being  acquired  for  a new  junior 
high  school  and  the  purpose  of  the  vacation  is  to  combine  the  property 
into  one  tract  and  also  tie  it  into  Weisser  Park  to  the  south.  By  do- 
ing this,  it  would  provide  a better  arrangement  of  facilities  for  the 
school  and  park  departments. 

2.  Eckhart  Street  is  narrow  in  right  of  way  and  improvement  width 
and  therefore  should  not  be  required  to  carry  through  traffic.  The 
vacation  of  this  section  of  street  would  discourage  through  traffic 
and  relieve  some  of  the  traffic  conditions  which  now  exist.

Please  be  advised  that  the  undersigned  jointly  reviewed  the  subject 
with  Captain  Robert  Butz  and  Mr.  William  Jones,  Plan  Director. 

The  report  is  submitted  herewith,  purely  from  the  standpoint  as  it 
may  be  related  to  traffic  operations  or  requirements  thereof. 

it  has  been  a long  standing  of  this  department  to  refrain  from  the 
endorsement  of  the  vacation  of  any  thoroughfare,  unless  the  same  can  be 
accomplished  by  the  development  of  comparable  facilities  serving  the  same 
needs.  It  is  our  opinion  that  the  closing  of  Eckart  St.,  between  John  St. 
and  the  alley  east  thereof,  does  impose  a transformation  of  traffic  opera- 
tions that  has  been  normally  accepted  and,  by  force  of  habit,  has  been  a 
part  of  the  development  of  the  southeast  section  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
adjacent  to  Weisser  Park  area  and  points  east  thereof. 

The  street  also  serves  a small  neighborhood  business  area  located  at 
Bowser  and  Eckart  Streets  involving  a neighborhood  grocery  market;  a G.E. 
repair  and  supply  outlet  for  television,  radio  and  other  similar  appliances; 
a neighborhood  tavern  and  a barbershop.  At  the  present  time,  one  business 
development  is  vacant. 

Eckart  St.,  prior  to  the  development  of  the  Weisser  Park  Junior  High 
School,  carried  slightly  more  than  850  vehicles  during  a 24  hour  period 
within  this  immediate  area.  This  means  that  these  motorists  must  re- 
arrange their  trips,  due  to  the  vacation  of  this  street,  if  the  same  is

to  become  a reality.  This  will  place  an  additional  traffic-load  problem 
upon  Colerick  St.,  located  one  block  north  of  the  street  subject. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  department  that  certain  facilities,  that 
are  to  be  jointly  used  by  the  general  public  and  Weisser  Park  Junior  High 
School  available  through  the  Weisser  Park  with  the  authority  of  the  Board 
of  Park  Commission,  could  be  accomplished,  if  necessary,  by  the  use  of 
a patrol-boy  system,  upon  entering  and  leaving  the  school  buildings  for 
activities  pertinent  to  the  requirements  involving  exercises  or  activi- 
ties related  to  the  school  curriculum. 

This  department  refrained  from  submitting  any  opinions,  at  the  time

Eckart  St.  Closing  Moves 
One  Step  Nearer  Decision 


By  JERRY  HUDDLESTON 

The  controversial  vacation  of 
Eckart  Street  — already  closed 
physically,  although  not  legally- 
moved  closer  to  a Plan  Commis- 
sion decision  last  night. 

The  commission  in  a City  Hal 
public  hearing,  continued  from  a 
month  ago,  put  into  the  record  a 
275-name  petition  favoring  the  va- 
cation and  a 130-name  petition 
opposing  it. 

The  commission  will  consider 
drafting  a recommendation  to  City 
Council  at  a meeting  next  Mon- 
day. Board  of  Works  action  also 
would  be  required  for  vacation, 
unless  a concurrent  petition  be- 
fore Circuit  Court  is  approved. 

Eckart  between  John  Street  and 
the  first  alley  east  of  John  was 
torn  out  and  seeded  to  grass  un- 
der a verbal  agreement  between 
the  previous  city  administration 
and  Fort  Wayne  Community 
Schools.  Then  the  present  Board 
of  Works  refused  to  approve  the 
vacation  formally. 

Spokesmen  opposed  to  the  va- 
cation said  last  night  that  it  is 
needed  for  the  safety  of  Weisser 
Park  Junior  High  students 
which  cross  the  vacated  street 
to  use  Weisser  Park  for  ath- 
letics and  recreation.  Those  op- 
posed said  Eckart  is  a needed 
traffic  artery.  The  two  sides  dis- 
agreed on  whether  an  open  or 
closed  Eckart  would  cause  the 
most  accidents. 

Atty.  Clifford  E.  Simon  Jr. 
for  FWCS  said  that  if  Eckart  is 
"a  heavily  travelled  street,  then 
you’ve  got  to  close  it  (for  stu- 
dents’ safety).  If  it  is  not,  then 
what’s  all  the  fuss  about?” 

Simon  said  the  closing  of  Eck- 
art had  “worked  out  beautifully” 
and  that  reopening  it  would  take 
taxpayers’  money  to  satisfy  a 
minority.  He  also  reminded  that 
legally  only  the  owners  of  prop- 
erty abutting  a street  to  be 
vacated  have  a voice.  The  owners 
are  FWCS  and  the  Park  Board, 
both  of  whom  favor  the  vaca- 
tion. 

Building  Weisser  Park  Junior 
High  next  to  Weisser  Park  so  the 
school  could  use  the  park  saved 
axpayers  up  to  $500,000,  according 
o Simon.  The  alternative,  he 
aid,  would  have  been  to  con- 
emn  residential  property  for 
layground. 

Cites  Traffic  Hazard 
Edward  Burns,  the  school’s 
principal,  said  that  opening  Eck- 
art would  put  traffic  8V2  feet  from 
the  front  door  of  the  school.  Other 
spokesmen  against  reopening  the 
street  included  the  president  of 
the  school’s  Parent-Teachers  As- 
sociation, and  parents. 

Spokesmen  for  reopening  said 
teen-agers  should  be  able  to  cross 
streets,  and  that  closing  was  det- 
rimental to  their  fire  protection. 
Another  said  the  city  had  resur- 
faced the  street  only  six  months 
before  it  was  closed,  and  that  a 
substantial  fence  had  been  erect- 
ed along  that  side  of  the  park. 


In  other  action  last  night,  plan- 
ners received  preliminary  plans 
for  the  proposed  $7  million  South- 
town  Mall  Shopping  Center  to  be 
established  on  81.5  acres  south  of 
Tillman  Road  and  U.S.  27. 

Four  proposed  rezonings  re- 
ceived no  opposition  at  the  hear- 
ing. They  would  change  from: 

— Residential  to  general  indus- 


trial, the  zoning  of  160  acres 
northwest  of  Ferguson  and  Smith 
roads,  a site  whose  owners  say 
has  little  value  as  farm  land  and 
no  value  for  residential  develop- 
ment because  it  lies  within  the 
Baer  Field  low  approach  zone. 

— Single-family  to  multiple-fam- 
ily, eight  acres  southwest  of  Free- 
man Street  and  Portage  Boule- 


vard, sought  by  Winfield  Moses 
and  others  as  a site  for  the  con- 
struction of  HO  brick  garden-type 
apartments  to  be  added  to  those 
already  erected  to  the  west  along 
Portage. 

—Residential  to  limited  busi- 
ness, the  zoning  of  the  former 
Hamilton  School  site  at  the  north-

I take  this  occasion  to  lay  before  you  a statement  regarding  the  re- 
opening of  Eckart  Street  behind  We  is ser  Park  School,  I have  lived  at 
this  address  all  of  my  life,  so  know  what  changes  have  taken  place. 


I think  there  are  three  factors  involved  here.  As  a direct  result 
of  closing  this  portion  off,  the  traffic  has  been  slowed  down  consider- 
ably, speed-wise,  between  Hanna  and  John  Streets.  Previously  because  of 
only  the  two  dead-end  accesses  8t  Weisser  Park  Avenue  8nd  J0hn  Street, 
drivers  were  inclined  to  mske  a rqce  track  of  this  street  from  Hanna  to 
Smith  Streets.  The  slow-down  has  define tely  been  noticeable  since  the 
closing  of  this  portion  beyond  John  Street.  So  the  first  two  factors 
involved  here  areJthe  safety  of  the  children  coming  out  of  the  park  play- 
ground is  better  assured^  as  is  the  safety  of  the  children  coming  out  of 
the  school  onto  the  athletic  field.  The  land  for  the  school  was  purchased 
with  this  utility  of  park  ground  in  mind,  and  the  continuity  of  the  build- 
ing and  adjacent  property  is  an  important  one  not  only  to  child  safety, 
but  in  consideration  of  future  school  buildings  which  might  save  tax 
payers  money  by  utilizing  park  property. 

Which  brings  me  to  the  third  / factor  involved,  how  can  the  Bo&rd 
possibly  justify  the  expenditure  of  tax  money  necessary  to  re-open  this 
street?  Frankly,  as  I read  between  the  lines  of  newspaper  /reporting,  I 
think  I feel  the  pressures  and  heat  you  are  taking  because  the  previous 
administration  did  not  hold  a proper  hearing  on  this  before  it  was  closed. 
Certainly  they  should  have  done  this,  and  been  willing  to  stand  on  their 
decisi  on.  Be  that  as  it  may,  the  street  is  now  closed,  the  lawn  seeded, 
and  I hope  this  board  would  make  a decision  on  what  is  best  here  for  child 
safety  primarily,  and  on  how  to  spend  tax  payers  money  wisely.  I'm  sure 
your  feelings  of  being  caught  in  a situation  not  of  your  making  are 
justified,  but  I'm  also  sure  the  result  of  inadvertently  endangering  the 
safety  of  children  should  not  be  the  means  to  justify  the  end. 


I know  there  are  people  living  on  this  street  from  John  to  Hanna  who 
feel  as  I do,  although  I now  /only  speak  for  myself,  and  there  are  parents 
of  children  attending  Weisser  Park  School  who  are  concerned.  Our  failing 
was  In  not  appearing  at  the  hearings--a  common  fault  of  many  of  us  to 
be  Indifferent  to  public  hearings  or  too  sure  of  support  because  we  are 
convinced  there  can  be  no  other  answer  l 

I hope  this  will  help  you  reach  a decision  to  allow  this  street  to 
remain  closed.  Thank  you  for  you  consideration  of  this  letter.
